Caro should bo token that the first teeth 


of a child are not extracted too soon, for if 
they aro tho hole whero the tooth was, 
shrinks and BO the teelh of the next sot nre 
likely to lap over each otbor, nnd there is 
equal danger in not taking them out soon 
enough, for then the second teeth will come 
out wherever they can and so will be very 
irregular. 


Tho second sot of tooth, called the perma- 


nent teeth, como in plnco of tho lerapornry 
ones. There aro Ihirty-two in; all, sixteen 
in ench jaw. 
Tho four front teeth ara 


cnlled incieors or cutting teelh, for Ihey cut 
up tho food. On each side of tho incisors we 
find a long, pointed tooth called a cuspid, 
eye or tearing tooth. 
These teeth, for there 


nre two iu each jaw, nre connected with the 
eye by r.n artery, so dentists do not liko to 
pull them ont, for they bleed profusely 
Noxt to the cuspids como Ihe bicuspids or 
small grinders, four in each jaw, and neit 
lo them aro six molars, three on each side • 
the last two of Iheso ore tho last ieeth to 
come of all tho thirty-two.
